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The Canadian- Soviet Agreement 


The signing of an agreement between Canada 
and the 
Sov iet Union is being described as a 
su rprise. The agreement calls for high-lev el con­ 
tacts between the two nations on a regu lar basis, 
ostensibly to improv e “friendship, good-neighbor­ 
liness and mu tu al confidence.” 
Perhaps it is a su rprise bu t shou ld it be? 
Long before the recent table-tennis diplomacy 
between Commu nist China and the United States, 
Canada had made nu merou s approaches to Red 
China, ex tending the hand of friendship, selling 
it wheat 
and generally bidding for an 
improv e­ 
ment in 
relations. 


NOW IT WOULD SEEM the Tru deau gov ern­ 
ment of 
Canada may be following 
a 
similar 
cou rse of action with the Sov iet Union. There ap­ 
pears, howev er, to be some difference. Whereas 
the Red Chinese play ed hard to get, the Ru s­ 
sians, according to Canadian officials, initiated 
the agreement signed Wednesday . 
Bu t the Canadians apparently were more than

The annou nced pu rpose of the accord appears 
innocent enou gh. It is to prov ide a framework 
for discu ssion of general problems common to 
both nations, su ch as preserv ing Arctic areas. 


BUT IT CANNOT BE DIVORCED from the 
policy of the Sov iet Union which is to seek better 
ties with Western cou ntries whose policies are 
independent of the United States where foreign 
policy is concerned. 
The signing of the agreement with Canada can 
be v iewed as bu t one step toward the ev entu al 
destru ction of the North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation, a long-time Sov iet goal 
The accord signed Wednesday was modeled on 
a similar one signed by the Sov et Union and 
France at an earlier date. France was the first 
NATO nation to show its independence by with­ 
drawing from the NATO military command. 
Nev er slow to driv e an entering wedge, the So­ 
v iet Union first signed an accord with France 
and now has followed it u p with the agreement 
with Canada. It is assu med Sov iet officials now 
will seek similar pacts with the other members 
of NATO. 
If there were significant changes of policy on 
the part of the Ru ssians ev idenced by su bstan­ 
tial actions more than ju st the signing of agree­ 
ments, it wou ld be a welcome dev elopment. Bu t 
u ntil there are su ch actions, su spicion and dis­ 
tru st of their motiv ation for the pact signing re­ 
mains.

Whats this abou t 
farming 
declining 
in 
the 
United States? 
Not so, say s Dr. Kirby Mou lton, Agricu ltu ral 
Ex tension economist with the Univ ersity of Cali­ 
fornia in Berkeley . Fewer farmers — y es, bu t 
less farm opportu nity — no. 
In the past 20 y ears, the nu mber of farms 
has dedined by half, Mou lton told delegates to a 
conv ention of the California You ng Farmers As­ 
sociation. Bu t these were mostly part-time and 
other marginal farm operations. Since 1960 there 
has been "an almost u nbroken increase in the 
nu mber of commercial-size farm operations” on a 
national scale. 
What has happened, and is happening, in farm­ 
ing is the same thing that has happened in most 
other fields. 
There was a time, for instance, when any body 
with a few thou sand dollars cou ld open his own 
au tomobile factory . Hu ndreds did, and hu ndreds 
fell by the way side. Today , only fou r companies 
produ ce almost all the au tomobiles manu factu r­ 
ed in the United States, y et the opportu niies for 
employ ment in the indu stry are far greater than 
they were in the beginning. 
We may not especially like 
the change, 
in 
farming or any thing else, from indiv idu al entre­ 
preneu rship to corporate bignesx - Bu t that’s the 
way it is. 


world’s oceans something like that ex pressed by 
the late ¡Rachel Carson in 1955: 
“Like the sea itself, the shore fascinates u s 
who retu rn to it, the place of ou r dim ancestral 
beginnings. 
In the recu rrent rhy thms of tides 
and su rf and in the v aried life of the tide lines 
there is the obv iou s attraction of mov ement and 
change and beau ty .” 
Beau tifu l words, su ggesting timelessness 
and 
man’s appreciation of the sea. And su ch lov eli­ 
ness still ex ists in some places in today ’s world. 
Bu t more and more the pollu tion of man threat­ 
ens to ex tingu ish the remaining beau ty . What a 
pity it wou ld be if this were allowed to happen— 
and the process is well begu n. 
Conserv ationists, natu ralists and ju st plain citi­ 
zens who talk abou t ou r dy ing oceans today are 
not wild-ey ed alarmists seeking pu blicity . TTiey

They seek to preserv e. And the impetu s for 
their task was shown in testimony before Hou se 
and Senate su bcommittees last month and in ev i­ 
dence gathered by ex perts. 
The Senate panel was told that waters off the 
coasts of New Jersey , Delaware and Mary land 
are getting mu rkier. The blame for the condi­ 
tion is placed partially on the du mping of sewage 
slu dge in a 120-squ are-mile area arou nd Cape May , 
N.J. 
Abou t 10 months ago, an area 7 .5 miles off Re- 
hoboth Beach, Del., and 5.5 miles off Cape May 
was declared off limits to shellfishing. 
Oceans magazine has estimated that 48 mil­ 
lion tons of solid waste, inclu ding u p to 5,000 tons 
of mercu ry , were du mped along the U.S. shore­ 
line in 1970. 


WHAT WE DON’T KNOW Is how mu cn lo ng er 
ou r shorelines can take the du mping withou t per 
manent damage. And while du mping rates and 
totals can be dispu ted, there is no dispu ting the 
fact that ou r oceans are being affected adv ersely 
by cu rrent practices. 
Before her death, Rachel Carson came to see 
the danger inv olv ed in u sing the sea as a du mp­ 
ing grou nd.

Pension Reform Far Off

WASHINGTON - Prospects 
hav e dimmed for early passage 
of priv ate pension reform leg­ 
islation by Congress. 
When • new rou nd of hear­ 
ings on reform proposals got 
v u v derway this spring, su pport- 
"XS were predicting a law might 
enacted by the end of this 
y ear. 
Now it appears it will be 1973 
before a reform measu re comes 
u p for a final v ote in Congress. 
One reason is that the Senate 
Labor Su bcommittee mu st com­ 
plete and digest its massiv e in­ 
v estigation of the pension plan 
indu stry . 
In addition, the su bcommitee 
will hold ex tensiv e hearings to 
bu ild u p the pressu re it thinks 
is necessary to get a tou gh re­ 
form bill passed. 
Michael Gordon, a su bcom­ 
mittee staff member, said its 
first set of hearings will in­ 
clu de as witnesses workers cit­ 
ing how they were shortchanged 
by pension plans. 


THE “ HORROR STORIES” 
inv olv ing pension plan inqu ities 
will be an important part of 
the 
reformers’ 
campaign 
to 
focu s pu blic and Congressional 
attention on pension plan pro­ 
blems. 
In addition to workers, Gardon 
said pension plan directors who 
hav e refu sed to respond to the 
su bcommittee’s inqu iries will be 
su bpeonaed to testify . 
Nex t will co me leg isla tiv e 


hearings on proposals by Sens. 
Harrison A. Williams, D-N.J., 
and Jacob K. Jav its, R-N.Y. 
Williams is chairman of the 
su bcommittee 
and

Labor and Pu blic Welfare Com­ 
mittee, Jav its has assembled 
most of the staff which is con­ 
du cting the su bcommittee’s well- 
fu nded pension stu dy . 
Meanwhile in the Hou se, pen­ 
sion reform legislation is bogg­ 
ed down becau se of lack of 
fu nds for the General Labor 
Su bcommittee. 
Su bcommittee Chairman John 
H. Dent, D-Pa., has asked for 
more money to hire additional 
staff members to whip his legis­ 
lation into final form — some­ 
thing 
which 
su bcommittee 
sou rces say cou ld be done by 
winter if $100,000 were made 
av ailable to do the work. 
Dent’s su bcommittee has held 
hearings on pension reform for 
the past two y ears, inclu ding 
sev eral day s of pu blic testi­ 
mony this spring. He plans to 
hold still more before propos­ 
ing to regu late a $130 billion 
indu stry directly effecting 
40 
per cent of the American work 
force. 


OPPONENTS of pension regu ­ 
lation are organizing their forc­ 
es to block or blu nt pension 
legislation. 
An ex ample of their effort 
was a press conference called 
by Rep. John H. Erlenbom, 
R-Hl., ranking minority mem­ 
ber on the Dent su bcommittee. 


Erlenbom said priv ate pen­ 
sion plans hav e “an ex cellent 
performance record” and cited 
a controv ersial actu arial stu dy 
to prov e his point. 
The stu dy was made by A.S. 
Hansen Inc., a consu lting firm 
to pension plan operators which 
stu died 864 of the pension plans 
u sing its serv ices. 


ACCORDING to the Hansen 
stu dy , 30 per cent of the 881,- 
000 employ es cu rrently u nder 
the plans had v esting priv ileges. 
Vesting refers to an employ e’s 
right to receiv e some benefits 
from the plan ev en if he leav es 
his job before retirement. 
Some 37 per cent of the work­ 
ers cov ered by plan* in the 
Hansen stu dy are ex pected to 
qu alify for benefits while 34 per 
cent were not ex pected to v est. 
The non-v esting 34 per cent — 
mostly u nder 35 y ears of age — 
were likely to qu alify u nder 
other pension plans. 
The Hansen stu dy tends to 
refu te a preliminary analy sis of 
the Senate Labor Su bcommit­ 
tee’s pension plan stu dy . High­ 
lights of the analy sis were an­ 
nou nced in April by Jav its and 
Williams. 
According to their figu res, 
less than 500,000 of the 9 .8 mil­ 
lion workers cov ered since 1950 
had receiv ed any benefits from 
the 87 pension plans on which 
the requ ired information was 
av ailable.

Soviet Threat to the U.S.

ion to become the most power­ 
fu l military force in the world. 
The Sov iet Union is continu ­ 
ing to bu ild toward an irresist- 
able “first strike” offensiv e, and 
her u ltimate objectiv e to con­ 
qu er the world, with the United 
States as her prime target, con­ 
tinu es 
u nchanged. Thu s, 
the 
gradu al, relativ e weakening of 
U. S. national defense poses an 
u rgent danger to ou r su rv iv al. 


THIS WAS THE ESSENCE of 
the message giv en to ou r Free­ 
dom Foru m in mid-April by one 
of the best informed men in the 
U. S Congress, Rep. John M. 
Ashbrook. 
Ohio 
Repu blican, 
member of the Hou se Internal 
Secu rity Committee and a rec­ 
ognized au thority on national 
defense. 
“Many basic mistakes were 
made in ou r postu re 
toward 
the Sov iet Union in the Eisen­ 
hower 
administration,” 
Con­ 
gressman Ashbrook said. 
“And beginning with the Ken­ 
nedy administration the United 
States actu ally declared a u ni­ 
lateral moratoriu m on military 
preparedness for the annou nced 
pu rpose of ‘letting the Sov iet 
Union catch u p.’ 
This was the McNamara doc­ 
trine. It was based on establish­ 
ing between the two great pow­ 
ers ‘a balance of terror’ (if each 
had equ al military power, each 
wou ld so terrorize the other 
that there wou ld be no war.) 
“Now we find ou rselv es in a 
dangerou s position. The Sov iet, 
Union has cau ght u p and seems 
ready , willing and able to pass 
u s! Ou r policy has allowed the 
USSR to become the most pow­ 
erfu l military force on earth; 
the 
Commu nists 
continu e to 
place the v ery highest priority 
on military capability , both of­ 
fensiv e and defensiv e. 
In the capability to deliv er 
weapons that wou ld be decisiv e, 
the Sov iets already are ahead; 
and if they ex tend their capabil­ 
ity of first strike power, we 
can’t catch u p; for America, by 
tradition, won’t be aggressiv e. 
TTiere is a good chance, u nder 
these circu mstances, that the 
Sov iet 
Union, 
when 
ready , 
wou ld strike first.” 
At the present time the United 
States talks only of deterrence, 
while the Commu nists 
forge 
ahead with their first strike 
capability . 


CONGRESSMAN ASHBROOK 
sa id tha t the Sov iet military 
stra teg ists lo o k upo n the United 


States as hav ing fou r distinct 
military threats that mu st be 
ov ercome 
in 
any 
offensiv e 
strike by the Commu nists: 
“1. Threat of ou r land-based 
ICMB sy stem. 2. Threat of ou r 
land - based bombers, as H— 
bomb carriers. 3. Threat of ou r 
Polaris 
su bmarine 
fleet. 
4. 
Threat of ou r carrier - based 
bombers. 
“In ev ery area ex cept one, 
the Sov iet Union in the last 
decade — in the last fou r or fiv e 
y ears really — has dev eloped 
effectiv e strike capacity and 
defensiv e capacity to handle all 
of these U. S. threats. They 
hav en’t y et dev eloped the ca­ 
pacity to handle ou r Polaris 
su bmarine fleet, bu t they are 
rapidly dev eloping their u nder­ 
sea forces — with their new 
“Yankee” class 
nu clear 
su b­ 
marine fleet (some 
of which 
now are roaming the Carribean) 
— and their widespread su r­ 
face fleets. 


THE PROBLEM OF bu ilding 
America’s military might into 
a force capable of handling the 
Sov iet threat is complicated by 
a nu mber of factors, Congress­ 
man Ashbrook said. 
“1. The factor of the Ameri­ 
can Left, who are v irtu ally dom­ 
inating the news media, maga­ 
zines and books, creating an­ 
tagonism against the military , 
with the campaign a g a i n s t 


ROTC, the Vietnam policy , th« 
Pentagon, and all the internal 
secu rity agencies. They are in­ 
flu encing pu blic opinion against 
ou r military preparedness. 
“2. Americans hav e a false 
secu rity complex . We believ e 
that when the chips are down, 
we can’t lose. We hav e a Lex - 
ington-Concord complex : at the 
last minu te if we hav e to fight 
we will, and will win Fu nda­ 
mentally it is an arrogance that, 
in today ’s world, is dangerou sly 
misplaced. It works against ou r 
preparedness. 
“3. With the propaganda forc­ 
es making military prepared­ 
ness into a spectre of ‘militar­ 
ism’ and influ encing pu blic opin­ 
ion to so v iew it, the Adminis­ 
tration is u nder great political 
pressu re to hold back in bu ild­ 
ing u p ou r military might. 


“WHAT IS OUR STAKE in 
military 
preparedness? 
Ou r 
stake is rather keen; ou r stake 
is something as basic as su r­ 
v iv al.” Congressman Ashbrook 
u rged that the people of Ameri­ 
ca assess ou r military situ ation, 
on the basis of facts, and then 
begin to demand that ou r na­ 
tion become again, 
the most 
powerfu l military force in the 
world. “I hav e the old-fashioned 
notion that we are going to be 
more secu re the stronger we 
are!” he said.

dangerous program. I realize 
they expect adults to use their 
own good judgmqpt but when 
you’re there it’s human nature 
to try to keep up with the rest 
and the thought of losing weight 
can seduce one into overdoing. 
More and more of these class­ 
es are being offered in the com­ 
munities. What is your opinion 
about this? Is it safe? 
Dear Reader — My opinion is 
that no one should begin an ex­ 
ercise program of the type you 
described in any of the various 
so-called health spas or health 
club facilities without a physi­ 
cal examination and an O.K. by 
his doctor. Some young people 
often have heart defects which 
should suggest caution about ex­ 
ercise. This is why high school 
students usually have to get a 
letter or an examination from 
the family physician for nor. 
mal high school athletic events. 
An exercise program (parti­ 
cularly in adults, and if they 
happen to be middleaged adults, 
it is even more important) 
should start at a relatively low 
level and gradually build up. 
Peak exertion even for indivi. 
duals in reasonably good condi­ 
tion can be dangerous in the 
older age group 
I cannot condemn too strong­ 
ly the indiscriminate use of ex­ 
ercise by 
nonmedical 
people 
particularly for a population in 
which heart and vascular dis­ 
ease is so common. I am a 
great believer in the proper use 
of exercise, but what you have 
described and what so many 
of these so-called health clubs 
offer is not proper exercise. It 
is dangerous exercise. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — What are 
your comments on the Pill? 
Does it promote more and bet­ 
ter sexual activity or does it 
just upset normal body health 
at the expense of not becoming 
pregnant? It would also be a 
great benefit if the Pill would 
cure V.D. besides preventing 
P.G. 
Dear Reader — The Pill has 
probably relieved a lot of anxi­ 
ety, at least until more con­ 
cern arose about its effect on 
people’s health. I don’t believe 
that I can enlarge much on the 
present 
warning 
statements 
marketed with the Pill. 
I can’t disagree with your 
idea that it would be nice if 
the Pill cured V.D. After all, 
gonorrhea is now the second 
most common infectious disease 
we have, being outranked only 
by the common cold. 
Perhaps one day a vaccine 
will be developed that will elim­ 
inate all these problems, It is 
too bad venereal disease is not 
commonly spread by some oth­ 
er means other than through 
sex. It would certainly relieve 
a lot of social stigma and cause 
people who need medical help 
to seek it earlier without fear. 
Who knows, it might even re­ 
sult in stimulating enough ef­ 
fort to develop a vaccine.

'60 Minutes, Focuses 
On Tanker Business

NEW YORK (AP) - CBS’s 
60 Minutes” usually manages 
to have an off-beat picture sto­ 
ry in its biweekly program. 
Tuesday night it was a report 
on the little understood tanker 
business and the owners who, if 
calculated risks w o r k out, 
make huge profits hauling oil 
around the world. 
The pictures of the mammoth 
tankers were impressive, and 
Mike Wallace’s commentary on 
the business intriguing. 
There was also an impressive 
introduction of a new face on 
the antiwar scene, former Navy 
Lt. John Kerry.

He spoke of his in­ 
terest in a third political party, 
but maintained firmly that he 
has not decided whether to try 
for the presidency again in 
1972. 
The program may get a little 
out of balance with its interest 
in national politics and war, but 
it is still a very bright spot in 
the schedule.

The book ws a report on legal 
action by citizens groups and 
others in efforts to protect and 
preserve areas of land, sea­ 
shore and water as part of the 
public trust. A dull subject? 
Not at all under the gentle 
prodding from Cromie. Sax told 
details of one fascinating case 
after another. 
It was a solid half hour of 
good talk and altogether re 
freshing.

BOATING IS SAFER 
WASHINGTON, D.C. (AP) - 
Boating accidents in the United 
States continue to decline, re­ 
ports the U.S. Coast Guard. 
Boating accidents in 1970 to­ 
talled 3,803. In 1969 the total 
was 4,067 while in 1966 the fig­ 
ure was 4,350. 
However, fatal accidents were 
on the rise. There were 1,132 
boating deaths in 1970 as com­ 
pared to 1,058 in 1969.

KSU Students 
To Help Finance 
Recreation Area 


KENT, Ohio (AP) - Kent 
State University students will 
be paying an additional dollar 
in activities fees each quarter 
next year to help finance a rec­ 
reation center in a predomi­ 
nantly black area in Ravenna. 
Kent students voted 2,2^0 to 
873 Tuesday for the activities 
fees increase. Little more than 
3,000 of the school’s 20,000 en­ 
rollment turned out 
for 
the 
campus elections. 
The funds will go toward a 
proposed $230,000 King-Kennedy 
Center in McElrath Park in Ra­ 
venna. 
The issue 
had 
been 
sponsored by the Black United 
Students and the Kent State stu­ 
dent government. 
The referendum for the activ­ 
ities fee increase must now be 
approved by the KSU board of 
trustees, the Ohio Board of Re­ 
gents and the Ohio General As­ 
sembly. 
Remainder of the cost for the 
project will come from the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Ur­ 
ban Development.

Rice-Green Pea Casserole

To make life easier at dinner- 
ie we like to mix rice with a 
igetable and bake the two, 


casserole style, in the oven. So 
convenient to bring to the table 
right in the baking dish and to 


serve! 
If this idea appeals to you, 
you might like to try this baked 
rice and green pea combination. 
Canned mushrooms go into it, 
too, plus chicken bouillon, sher­ 
ry and seasonings. We found it 
a good dish to serve to com­ 
pany along with beef or chicken. 
Either regular milled white 
rice or parboiled rice may be 
used in this recipe. If you use the 
former, choose the long-grain 
variety; when cooked, its grains 
tend to separate. Short and me­ 
dium grain varieties of regular 
milled white rice have softer 
grains that tend to cling togeth­ 
er; they are excellent to use 
in meat and chicken loaves and 
in croquettes where it is an ad­ 
vantage to have the grains ad­ 
here and in chilled rice des­ 
serts where the extra softness of 


the grains is an advantage. 
Rice and Green Pea Casserole 
1 cup uncooked rice, 2 table­ 
spoons butter, cut up, 1 can (4 
ounces) sliced mushrooms, un­ 
drained, 1 package (10 ounces) 
frozen green peas, V* teaspoon 
white pepper, V* teaspoon nut­ 
meg, Va teaspoon dried marjo­ 
ram. V* teaspoon onion powder, 
2 cups boiling water, 1 chicken 
bouillon cube, 2 tablespoons dry 
sherry. 
Into a round 2-quart glass cas­ 
serole (8 Va by 2 34 inches) or 
similar baking dish turn the rice, 
butter, undrained mushrooms, 
frozen peas, 
pepper, 
nutmeg 
marjoram and onion powder. 
Add the bouillon cube to the 
boiling water and stir to dis­ 
solve; add the sherry; pour over 
rice mixture; mix well. Cover 
tightly; if baking dish has no 


cover, use foil. 
Bake in a preheated 375-degree 
oven until rice is cooked through 
and liquid absorbed — about 30 
minutes. With a fork, mix gently 
to fluff the rice. Serve at once.

We

A lo t o f fello ws think they 
sho uld pla y the ba ll wa y fo r­ 
wa rd, to wa rd the left fo o t, 
a nd then slice it o ut. I co uld 
no t disa g ree mo re. 


I mov e the sand shot back 
in my stance, and hit it with 
a more descending blow, the 
sam e as any other iron shot. 
The clu bhead hits an inch to 
two inches behind the ball 
(concentrate on that spot— 
not the ball), and the cu shion 
of sand ex plodes the ball ou t. 
The ball com es ou t dead, like 
a knu ckle ball. 
One final tip: Don't qu it on 
a sand shot.
